C. Wheeler Mangum, 48 years old, 
co-owner of the Model Laundry, a son 
of former Sheriff C. Wheeler Mangum 
and one of the city’s best known busi- 
nessmen, was shot and killed in the 
laundry offices at Houston street and 
Parkway drive shortly before 7 o'clock 
Thursday night. A negro reported to 
have entered the building a few min- 
utes before the fatal shot was heard, 
and who was seen fleeing immediate- 
ly thereafter, is believed to heve been 
the slayer. No pistol was found in the 
building. 

Police expressed the belief that Mr. 
Mangum was killed by the negro, 
whom he surprised in the act of rob- 
bing the company’s office. Special 
squads of uniformed policemen and 
detectives immediately began scouring 
the city for the negro, who is de- 
scribed as being about 30 years old, 
of slight build and weighing not more 
than 130 pounds...

mates. The active and efficient wife 
buys the supplies and cooks the food 
which‘ the jailor and. his deputies feed 
to the caged and always hungry pris- 
oners. 

That particular jail, the judge who 
presides in that county tells me, does 
a larger and more profitable feeding 
business than any two hotels in the 
county. 

And at the end of each térm of the 
court many of the prisoners, publicly 
fed for months, are acquitted, or pay 
small fines, and go free fat and sassy 
to mock the sweating taxpayers.

How To Handle Small Fry. 

Judge Pomeroy agrees with many of 
the most experienced criminologists 
and social welfare workers of the na- 
tion, that the greater percentage of 
the small fry offenders, especially 
those charged for the first time, 
should be put upon probation by the 
magistrates. The law should permit 
every justice of the peace and police 
judge to release those light offenders 
at once on probation. Thousands of 
young persons, and men_ suddenly 
tempted into minor crimes, have been 
recovered to honest conduct and good 
citizenship by the use of the proba- 
tion system, It is far cheaper to sup- 


port one or more county probation of- | 


ficers than to support a jail over- 
crowded for months with prisoners.

They are told by men of reputation that government has power to 
mend matters. 

They are told that this country has 40 per cent of the world’s gold 
lying idle in vaults. 

They are told that the Federal Reserve Bank system could enter the 
market with one or two billton dollars, buy up the bonds in which the 
country’s timid capital is fnvested, and thus so flood the land with 
money that the banks would be forced to make loans in order to employ 
their idle funds. 3 

The people do not understand these matters, but they know that 
times are good when money is plentiful and easy to get. 

Conservative men say that any flooding of the land with money would 
cause inflation—an artificial boom. 

But a boom is easier to control than a depression, and much easier 
to bear. 

If that is the worst result to be feared, isn’t the present need suf- 
ficient to justify taking the risk? 

Congress will meet soon, and excited, unwise men will propose many 
foolish ways to mend matters.

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—(UP)—~+ 
Leon See, who apparently should have 
been a stage comedian rather than a 
fight manager, furnished the boxing 
world with the choicest guffaw of the 
season today with the announcement 
that he intends to claim the world’s 
heavyweight championship for Primo 

‘arnera. 

According to See, Primo, who has 
shown no attributes of a fighter other 
than a dirty pair of trunks, flat feet 
and a squad of “muscle men” back- 
ers, will become champion by default 
when Max Schmeling fails to fulfill 
his contract to meet Primo in a title 
bout on September 17. 

See, a typical comedian’s / “Dead 
Pan Stooge,” appeared astonished at 
the laughter which greeted his formal 
announcement to New York sports 
writers today and maintained that he 
could see no cause for mirth in the 
suggestion that Carnera, whose only 
cefaim to fame is an even break with 
third-rate Jimmy Maloney and a 
string of questionable knockout tri- 
umphs over “tank” opponents, should 
be recognized as champion. 

NOT SO FUNNY. 

What is more, even the boxing writ- 
ers, after recovering from their orig- 
inal astonishment, were ready to ad- 
mit that See’s announcement might 
not be as funny as it sounds. For 
See—backed by the most daring mob 
of “muscle men” which ever has in- 
vaded boxing—has accomplished just 
about everything he has started out 
to accomplish with Carnera. Even 
though it is doubtful that Carnera 
could defeat fifth-rate opponents if 
his bouts were contested honestly, See 
has managed to keep Primo in the big 
money and among the ranks of title 


contenders. 

Vhile Jack - Sharkey, Tommy 
Loughran, Mickey Walker, Ernie 
Schaaf and many other more worthy 
fighters were clamoring for the chance 
to meet Schmeling, Carnera actually 
was signed for a championship bout. 
Probably even See realized’ that 
Schmeling had no intention of fulfill- 
ing the contract when it was made— 
despite Max's declaration that he 
would have gone through with the 
bout but for an eye injury—but the 
contract has paved the way for Car- 
nera~ to claim the title and he will 
make the most of this ‘opportunity. 

LIKE THE SST 

Of course, no one will take Car- 
nera’s claim seriously. any more than 
they do the claims of Jack Sharkey, 
recognized in New York as “‘defend- 
ing champion,” or of Mickey Walker, 
who held Sharkey to a draw. but as- 
tute little See will capitalize the claim 
for all it is worth. 

See’s announcement of plans was in 
the form of a telegram to the National 
Boxing Association, in which he noti- 
field the assogiation that Primo in- 
tended to claim the title by default 
in event Schmeling fails to go through 
with the contracted bout, which was 
approved by the N. B. A.

In announcing that he would de- 
liver the Yorktown address, the pres- 
ident made public a proclamation rec- 
ommending that the day be fittingly 
observed in universities, schools and 
other suitable places, to the end “that 
patriotic lessons may be drawn from 
the spirit of courage and self sacrifice 
which animated our forefathers.” 

Mr. Hoover also called upon the 
country to hold appropriate religious 
ceremonies in the churches of the 
country Sunday, October 18. 

“It is fitting,” the proclamation

inspire love of our country and devo-
